authors. It Is generally during the 
nlgbt that It produces the tickling 
sounds tn questions, and as, tn order 
to bear these, we must not go to 
sleep, and as usually, when we do 
not sleep we are more or less in- 
clined to melancholy, the Anoblnma 
have been named death watches. 

In order to produce the sound, the 
Insect, which is about a quarter of an 
Inch In lecg h, draws In the attennae 
and Intermediate legs, and resting 
principally upon the medium legs 
strikes its h-ad against Its support 
by a sort of rocking motlos. It la 
through this noise that the male calls 
the female. 

The larva lives In wood which it 
gnaws In the Interior without any- 
thing outside betraying Its presence. 
On reaching Its complete develop- 
ment It hollows out a cavity and be- 
comes transformed therein Into a 
chrysalis. The perfect Insect comes 
forth a few weeks afterward and 
makes Us exit from the wood by 
boring a perfectly cylindrical bole In 
It, which thereafter shows that the 
wood has been attacked; and it Is 
often attacked to such a degree that 
every remedy is uaeleaa.
